Concern over surge in 
violent domestic crime 
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POLICE have re¬ 
vealed that domestic 
abuse is behind a 
surge in violent crime 
in Axminster. 

The revelation comes 
after June crime statistics 
showed an unusually high 
number of various assaults 
being reported to police 
causing raised eyebrows 
when the police report for 
June was delivered at 
Axminster Town Council 
last month. 

It revealed that a total of 
42 crimes had been 
recorded, 13 of them being 
assaults (nine assault oc¬ 
casioning actual bodily

harm and four common 
assault). 

The overall figure of 42 
compares to 28 for June in 
2015. 

No breakdown was of¬ 
fered to indicate if a large 
number of the assaults 
were linked to one inci¬ 
dent, where and when the 
incidents took place or if 
witnesses were sought to 
any of the cases. 

June’s report was written 
by a local officer unable to 
attend the meeting, mean¬ 
ing councillors were un- 
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able to ask questions. 
When asked for comment 
on the June police report, 
Axminster Mayor Paul 
Hayward said: “I am a res¬ 
ident of Axminster and I 
am as concerned as any 
resident about the increase 
in violent and anti-social 
crime. 

“The town council con¬ 
tinues to work with local 
police and agencies to¬ 
wards positive crime-re¬ 
duction measures.” 

Police have since issued 
a statement. 

A spokesperson from 
Devon and Cornwall Po¬ 
lice said on Friday: “We 
are aware of the crime fig¬ 
ures for Axminster that 
show a rise in assaults in 
the area of late. 

“However, the majority 
of these are linked to do¬ 
mestic abuse incidents and 
police are working hard to 
support the victims of 
these assaults. 

“It is important to under¬ 
stand that domestic assault 
is one of the hidden 
crimes in the UK, and 
greatly under reported. We 
believe that a rise in the 


reporting shows an in¬ 
creased confidence in the 
police by victims. 


“We would like to reas¬ 
sure any victim of domes¬ 
tic violence that if you 


can find the courage 
to report this to us, you

Fears town could 
lose its only bank 
as Lloyds announce 
branch closures 

DEVON County Councillor for Ottery St Mary, 
Claire Wright, has written to the Chief Executive 
of Lloyds Bank asking him not to shut the town's 
branch. 

Councillor Wright's letter read: “I was dismayed 
to read the news this morning (July 28th) about 
your decision to close 200 branches of Lloyds 
Bank with a loss of 3,000 jobs." 

Lloyds have not yet released the list of which 
branches nationwide could be shut, but, following 
the recent closure of Lloyds Bank in Colyton, 
under the pretence that "89 per cent of personal 
customers were already using other branches, 
namely Seaton", many residents fear for the Ot¬ 
tery branch.

From the editor's chair 

Domestic abuse worrying trend 



ONE of the plus-factors of living in Pulman’s 
Country is that we live in a virtually crime-free 
area - or do we? Is anywhere crime-free these 
days? Probably not. 

This is still a revelatively safe area in which 
to live and bring up our children. We may not 
leave our back doors open any more, but crime 
does not feature high on the list of people’s 
greatest concerns. 

But policing resources are increasingly under 
pressure. We rarely if ever see a Bobby on The 
Beat any more. Police stations are no longer ac¬ 
cessible to the public to the same degree that 
they used to be. Front offices have disappeared 
and you now have to press a button outside the 
police station to talk to someone miles away. 

Police cover at night is also a thing of the past, 
with rapid response units dealing with emer¬ 
gencies across the area. 

But still the reported crimes are not exces¬ 
sively worrying. In Axminster, for example, 
there were 42 crimes during June compared 
with 28 in 2015. 

However, we report one very worrying sta¬ 
tistic this week: 13 of these 42 crimes were for 
assaults mainly generated by domestic vio¬ 
lence. 


Devon and Cornwall Police have said officers 
are working hard to support the victims of do¬ 
mestic abuse. 

Each year around 2.1 million suffer some form 
of domestic abuse in England and Wales and it 
would seem that no area is immune to this. 

Seven women every month are killed in this 
country by a current or former partner. More 
than 100,000 people in the UK are at high and 
imminent risk of being murdered or seriously 
injured as a result of domestic abuse. 

Whilst we should not discard this worrying 
trend, if you take out the assault incidents from 
the local figures, Pulman’s Country is not a 
hotbed of crime. 

■ Whilst mentioning Axminster Town Council, 
I have not always been generous in my praise 
of the council in this column. 

But they deserve a collective pat on the back 
for receiving a special award from East Devon 
District Council for their “outstanding support 
for the local community”, in particular for The 
Project, Axminster Care Service and Axmin¬ 
ster Job Club. 

Councils working in tandem with volunteers 
usually have a successful outcome.

HONITON 

Chamber chairman 
concerned over 
choice of high 
street shops 

THE chairman of Honiton Chamber of Commerce 
has raised concerns over the state of the town's 
high street and has urged EDDC to give the town 
council more powers to cherry pick which busi¬ 
nesses come into the town. 

Tony McCollum, the market manager and 
chairman of the chamber, said there was no con¬ 
trol on what shops and business could come into 
Honiton, leaving the town with ‘a saturation' of 
coffee chains, supermarkets and charity shops. 

Mr McCollum said: "In the last 12 months we 
have lost 20 businesses. We've lost antique busi¬ 
nesses, card shops, jewellers. Where is Honiton 
heading in the future? 

1 We don't want a main shopping area of charity 
shops and coffee chains. We want people to 
spend their money in the town and not take the 
easy option of jumping on a train to Exeter and 
using the shops there."

Inspectors say 
hospital 'requires 
improvement' 

THE Chief Inspector of Hospitals in England has 
said the services provided by Yeovil District Hos¬ 
pital require improvement following an inspec¬ 
tion by the Care Quality Commission. 

A team of CQC inspectors and specialist advi¬ 
sors spent three days inspecting Yeovil District 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust during March this 
year before giving it a rating of "requires im¬ 
provement". Full reports of the inspection includ¬ 
ing ratings for all core services are available 
online at http://www.cqc.org.uk/provider/RA4, 
but it should be noted that at the time of the in¬ 
spection the hospital was on black alert, which 
meant that services were extremely busy and 
capacity was stretched in every area. This af¬ 
fected the care delivered in some areas. 

Professor Ted Baker, deputy chief inspector of 
hospitals, said: "We found that Yeovil District 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust was working hard 
with other organisations to improve the services 
offered to the local community. 

"In planning for the future, the trust must con¬ 
tinue to work closely with primary care services 
and the wider healthcare economy to ensure that 
people living in the Yeovil area get consistently 
high quality care - whether in hospital or at 
home." 

The inspection team found that staff were car¬ 
ing, respectful and considerate. Staff were proud 
to work at Yeovil as part of a hospital-based com¬ 
munity in which staff worked together to try to 
meet the needs of patients. 

The emergency department was experiencing 
continued pressure and services had not kept 
pace with the demand. Some patients had to wait 
too long for an initial clinical assessment. 

A Yeovil hospital spokesman has said that they 
were already looking at improving things identi¬ 
fied in the report.

“No affordable 
housing needed at 
development" 

DISTRICT planners are standing firm, insisting that 
a 20-house development in Seaton can go ahead 
without any provision for affordable housing. 

Last month East Devon District Council's (EDDC) 
Development Management Committee deferred a 
planning application for 20 houses on Harbour 
Road without affordable housing. The deferral 
came after pressure from Seaton Town Council. 

But, having produced a further report, EDDC 
planners insist that the development can go 
ahead without affordable housing. 

The applicants say the viability of the wider res¬ 
idential scheme remains in deficit - largely be¬ 
cause of fill costs for the raising of site levels - 
which is why affordable housing is not financially 
viable for the 20-house scheme. 

The Development Management Committee will 
meet today to make a decision.

Four were treated at 
the scene but one 
woman was drifting in 
and out of consciousness 
and was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital in Exeter.

AXMINSTER Heritage has clinched a £60,000 
plus grant to help make the second phase of 
the Heritage Centre and museum a reality. 

Phase one of the project opened this spring, 
and the £63,000 grant from Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) signals the start of the second 
phase in the former carpet factory in Thomas 
Whitty House. 

The grant will enable detailed plans to be 
drawn up for a new, modern ‘interactive’ at¬ 
traction to appeal to visitors of all ages includ¬ 
ing educational and research facilities. 

When complete, an application will be made 
to HLF for a full grant of £520,000 based on 
these detailed proposals to deliver and com¬ 
plete the project. 

The project will see the original Dye House 
and walled garden restored, a mezzanine floor 
added over part of the Drill Hall for storage and 
conservation work and a new office and toilet 
facilities. 

The final overall design and fitting out of the 
complete heritage centre, including a small 
shop and cafe, will all be included. 

Courses and workshops are planned on de¬ 
sign, spinning and weaving and there will be 
new opportunities for volunteers and an out¬ 
reach programme developed. 

Axminster Heritage chairman of trustees 
John Church said: “We are delighted HLF has 
given us this support. 

“The first phase of our new heritage centre, 
which was also supported by HLF, is already 
open and run by volunteers living in and 
around Axminster. 

“We have been really impressed with the 
support of the local community who we must 
thank wholeheartedly. 

1 ‘So many have already been fully involved in 
a host of events, supported by local busi¬ 
nesses. 

"Our vision is to help to inform local residents 
of their heritage and attract more visitors to 
the town thereby contributing to its regenera¬ 
tion.” 

Explaining the importance of this support, 
Nerys Watts, head of Heritage Lottery Fund 
South West, said: “From Roman times to pres¬ 
ent day, this heritage centre will provide a great 
insight into the history of the local area. 

“Thanks to National Lottery players, these 
exciting plans will also bring more of the fas¬ 
cinating collections that tell the story of 
Axminster out on display for people to see and 
learn about. We look forward to seeing how the 
plans progress.” 

The Axminster Heritage Centre on Silver 
Street is open Tuesday to Friday, 10am-4pm, 
and Saturday, lOam-lpm. Admission is free 
and it will remain open until the end of October.

• The first phase tells the story of Axminster 
incorporating displays from the previous mu¬ 
seum collection and features a taster of its his¬ 
toric carpet related artefacts. 

In the future it will become a modern ‘inter¬ 
active’ attraction appealing to visitors of all 
ages with training and research facilities, a 
shop and a cafe. 

It was more than ten years ago that local doc¬ 
tor John Church had the idea to celebrate the 
250th anniversary of the making of the first 
Axminster carpet and several events in 2005, 
known as The Weavers’ Tales, were organised 
by a small volunteer group. 

From the overwhelming success of these 
events came the idea of a more permanent fa¬ 
cility telling the story of Thomas Whitty and 
the carpet industry in Axminster. 

The concept soon expanded to embrace the 
whole history of the town.

Rotary mourns loss of former president 


THE funeral of the former president 
of the Rotary Club of Axminster, 
David Guy, has been held. 

Mr Guy died on July 21st at the 
age of 77 and was at the helm of the 
club on Boxing Day 2004 when the 
South Asian Tsunami shook the 
world. 

As president, David encouraged 
the club to raise money for a then lit¬ 
tle known charity called Shelterbox. 
In two days, by street collection and 
donations, it raised more than 
£14,000 from the good people of the 
Axminster district. 

David was so impressed with the 
work of Shelterbox that he became 
their ambassador in this part of 
Devon. 

He was well known in the area, 
gladly giving up his time to speak to 
any club, school or organisation that 


would give him an audience. These 
talks raised thousands of pounds for 
Shelterbox and it’s fair to say, that, 
in disaster zones throughout the 
world, hundreds of people of all na¬ 
tionalities and religions have bene- 
fitted from the largesse of our 
community. 

David was a whole-hearted Rotar- 
ian, giving his time and energy to 
such diverse projects as the East 
Devon Raffle and the Axminster 
Blue Plaque Scheme. 

In 2013, in recognition of his serv¬ 
ice both to Rotary and to Shelterbox, 
David was awarded the highest ho¬ 
nour in the Rotary movement, a Paul 
Harris Fellowship. David was a well 
respected and well liked member of 
the club, his motto when president 
was that Rotrarians should ‘help oth¬ 
ers to help themselves’. 


David lived by this adage and his 
passing will be mourned by the com¬ 
munity and Rotarians alike. 
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The Wool Room in-store 
shop opens in Axminster 


AXMINSTER Carpets has en¬ 
tered a partnership with bedding 
and bed specialist The Wool 
Room, meaning a new shop has 
just opened in the town. 

The Wool Room has opened 
within Axminster Carpets’ Factory 
Shop on the outskirts of town. 

The partnership is a direct result 
of H Dawson Wool acquiring 
Axminster Carpets in February 
this year. H Dawson Wool chair¬ 
man, Jo Dawson, founded The 
Wool Room in 2008, and quickly 
saw the potential following the 
takeover. 


The Wool Room MD Chris Tat- 
tersall visited the newly-opened 
Axminster branch on July 27th, 
and said: “It is our first shop 
within a shop. We needed a pres¬ 
ence in the South West, and the 
space was available.” 

He was very enthusiastic and 
hopes the initiative will create jobs 
in Axminster. 

The new shop is currently 
manned by Axminster Carpets 
Factory Shop staff, but Mr Tatter- 
sall said jobs could be created if 
the venture is a success. 

Axminster Carpets Factory Shop 


manager Gerald Gadsden said: 
“We have had a very good recep¬ 
tion to the The Wool Room. Some 
of our customers have not been 
aware of it because it is so new, 
but they liked what they saw and 
we have made sales already.” 

The deal works two ways as a 
sample of Axminster Carpets 
products will be available in The 
Wool Room’s new Marlow 
branch, which is fitted with carpet 
from Axminster.

five in England and one in Scot¬ 
land. 
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ald Gadsden and The Wool 
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Sick pay hit as bus strike continues 


WHILE First Dorset bus strikes continue for a 
further 23 days due to talks breaking down, 
Unite - the union representing the striking 
drivers - has announced First Dorset are to 
dock sick pay. 

According to the union, drivers suffering from 
cancer or serious heart conditions have been 
told by First bosses that they will have their 
sick pay docked while strikes over a pay dis¬ 
pute continue - which Unite said was illegal 
and “flouted every canon of humanity and 
common decency". 

More than 110 drivers based at Weymouth 
and Bridport are taking industrial action, with 
two suffering from cancer and two from seri¬ 
ous heart conditions, who will have their sick 
pay suspended on the days that strikes hap¬ 
pen, even if they have been signed off work by 
their GP. 

Bob Lanning, Unite regional officer, said: 
“These are very serious life-threatening con¬ 
ditions - we are not talking about the odd day 
off for the common cold - and we are taking 
legal advice as we believe the management is 
acting illegally. 

“What we are witnessing is almost unbeliev¬ 
able in the context of a legitimate industrial 
dispute in Britain in 2016 - it flouts every 
canon of humanity and common decency." 

The crackdown comes as it was revealed for 
the first time that the pay dispute would cost 
£48,000 a year to settle, while the losses 
caused by the six week-old dispute are now 
£250,000 and could reach £500,000 if the in¬ 
dustrial action continues for another six 
weeks. 

Mr Lanning added: “This is the economics of 
the madhouse, it would take just £48,000 a 
year to settle and bring up the wages of our 
members - the lowest paid of all First Group

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drivers across England. 

“The management is in its bunker and would 
prefer to adopt anti-union postures than settle 
with Unite for the benefit of the travelling pub¬ 
lic and our members." 

Unite has announced a further 23 days of 
strike action between August 3rd and Sep¬ 
tember 4th, which would take the dispute into 
its third month. 

Bobby Morton, Unite national officer for pas¬ 
senger transport, met First Group’s managing 
director Giles Fearnley and regional director 
David Alexander at one of their thrice-yearly 
meetingson July 26th - and the pay dispute 
was raised. 

Mr Morton said: “We had a full and frank dis¬ 
cussion about the Weymouth dispute. Given 
that progress has been made in other com¬ 
pany bus disputes in Glasgow and Leeds, i felt 
there was a window of opportunity to settle 
the Weymouth dispute. 

“I am waiting for the company to get back to 
me on whether progress can be made in Wey¬ 
mouth." 

Unite argues that First Group is a very prof¬ 
itable UK company that can afford to reward its 
Bristol drivers with a 13 per cent increase, but 
for its employees in Weymouth and Bridport, 
the deal on the table is only 2.3 per cent over 
two years from August 2015. 

The Weymouth and Bridport drivers earn 
about £18,300 a year - or £8.80 an hour - 
while First Group drivers in Yeovil are on £9.50 
per hour. Drivers working for rival firms in 
Bournemouth and Poole earn nearly £2 an 
hour more.

AXMINSTER was witness to a fan¬ 
tastic act of solidarity and charity as 
more than 100 people rode through 
the town in the ‘Pedal for Poppy’ 
cycle event, raising money for 
SHINE and the Royal Devon & Ex¬ 
eter Hospital labour ward to fund 
more midwives to go on the bereave¬ 
ment course. 

SHINE is the UK’s leading Spina 
Bifida charity and were chosen by 
event organisers Emma Voysey and 
Mark Herrod after their lives were 
turned upside down, when they lost 
their child to the condition. 

Emma said: “In March this year, 
Mark and I went to the RD&E for 
our 20 week scan, expecting to come 
home with a lovely picture of our 
first baby. Instead we were told the 
devastating news that her spinal cord 
hadn’t formed properly. 

“We were then referred to the St 
Michael’s Hospital, Bristol, for a sec¬ 
ond opinion. We saw two consultants 
who advised us it was one of the 
severest cases. 

“They made us well aware she 
would have severe learning disabili¬ 
ties and be wheelchair bound, this

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would have led to a very low quality 
of life, also requiring numerous op¬ 
erations from birth. 

“We were given the option to ter¬ 
minate the pregnancy, the hardest de¬ 
cision but in our eyes the kindest. 

“It was an experience we will 
never forget. Our baby girl, who we 
named Poppy, was born on March 
9th 2016.” 

Emma and Mark say they chose to 
raise funds for SHINE and the 
RD&E labour ward and awareness of 
Spina Bifida, the importance of tak¬ 
ing folic acid before and during preg¬ 
nancy, dealing with termination, and 
the importance of friends and family. 

So on July 23rd, Emma, Mark and 
around 120 friends, families and sup¬ 
porters set off from Colyton and fin¬ 
ished in Axminster completing 58km 
in total. 

Before the final leg into Axminster, 
the group stopped at Axe Valley 
Wildlife Park where they were joined 
by some local youngsters who ped¬ 


alled the final few miles to the finish. 

Emma said: “The day went better 
than we had ever imagined it to. We 
originally expected a handful of fam¬ 
ily and friends to take part, but in the 
end we had more than 120 adults and 
children. 

“The route was tough in places; 
everyone taking part was either a 
family member or friend and we did¬ 
n’t advertise it to the public. 

“Many taking part had not cycled 
for years and lots of us really strug¬ 
gled with the 58km distance which 
proved a real challenge. However we 
all finished it. An amazing day that 
will remain in our memories for¬ 
ever.” 

Emma added: “We would like to 
thank everyone that was part of Pedal 
for Poppy. So much work went in to 
the day. All the riders did us proud. 
Thank you to all the marshals, spon¬ 
sors and helpers - without you all we 
wouldn’t have been able to achieve 
what we did. 

“After losing our baby Poppy, we 
needed the love from all of our 
friends and family - without their 
support I don’t know where we 
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would be; they have given us the 
strength to keep going with life. 

“Losing Poppy was something we 
would never have imagined to hap¬ 
pen to us. We feel so strongly about 
appreciating the friends and family 
you have around you - I think the 
bike ride was an amazing example of 
everyone pulling together and sup¬ 
porting each other.” 

It is estimated the bike ride pulled 
in around £7,000 for charity and the 
next fundraising event will be a 
cream tea and auction on September 
11th at Westhay Farm, Hawkchurch, 
from 12.30pm.

Talk on train power 

THORNCOMBE RAIL ACTIVITIES CLUB: 

David Hartland, the recently retired senior 
technical director at local firm Brecknell Willis, 
gave a fascinating talk on the complexities of 
providing the means by which modern elec¬ 
tric trains and trams can collect the power to 
operate. 

He explained his railway family background 
as his grandfather was a station master in 
Bristol.

July demonstration 

BRINGING not only her beautiful, tall model but the 
tools to put members of the Seaton and District Art 
Society to work, local life-drawing teacher Kat Swann 
made sure that everyone understood her ‘Introduction 
to Life Drawing’ by getting them to do it themselves, 
there and then. 

She had attracted a bumper attendance at the July 
meeting and brought enough paper and charcoal to 
make sure they had a go. 

Kat teaches life drawing the classic way. Her stu¬ 
dents, including the Art Society members at their July 
demonstration in Seaton Town Hall, spend the first 
part of a session by doing lots of quick drawings from 
one minute poses by the model. 

It abolishes the fear of the blank paper and builds 
up a rhythm using different techniques to capture feel¬ 
ing and the main essence of a pose 

First her audience, using charcoal and paper pro¬ 
vided, were challenged to work in expressive line 
shapes and then to try working with a single, contin¬ 
uous line without taking the charcoal off the paper. 

Later still some found the Egyptian “mummy” tech¬ 
nique surprisingly clever at achieving a three dimen¬ 
sional look, as if wrapping the model in swathes of 
bandages. 

As well as demonstrating the techniques herself, Kat 
referred to the works of artists from Van Gogh, Art 
Deco artist Tamara Lempicka, Matisse and Anita 
Klein. 

Showing examples of their work she illustrated the 
use of complementary colours, the cubist approach, 
the simplification of forms and the whimsical look. 

She also showed work by her students from Rous- 
don and Budleigh Salterton to demonstrate how they 
had been inspired by their methods. 

The next demonstration takes place from 2-4pm on 
September 5th when Phil Creek will show how to 
paint an East Devon landscape in oils.

It’s one of a handful of cars that, 
in the 20th Century, brought motoring to 
the masses as more than 20 million exam¬ 
ples of the original Beetle were sold around 
the world. And when it was reborn in 1998 
as the New Beetle, a further million sales 
brought the Beetle’s distinctive character 
to a new generation. 

In 2011 the ‘New’ moniker was dropped 
and the Beetle comprehensively 
redesigned. Its new shape was lower 
and wider, with a longer bonnet, and the 
Beetle’s more sporting and masculine 
stance captured the world's imagination all 
over again. 

Now, this latest iteration of perhaps the 
best loved Volkswagen is being refreshed, 
with changes that include a more sculptured 
body and a fresh interior design. The styling 
enhancements and new options further en¬ 
rich the appeal and value that is inherent in 
Volkswagen’s Beetle range, which is avail¬ 
able in coupe and cabriolet forms and, with 
the new Beetle Dune, as a crossover. 

The styling changes comprise sharpened 
lines for the front bumpers, while larger 
openings around the indicator and fog light 
surrounds give extra depth to the car’s ap¬ 
pearance. Meanwhile, the new Beetle R- 
Line trim has a more sporty bumper design 
unique to that model. It features extra air 
intake openings along the upper edge of 
the bumper. 

On the inside, the Volkswagen Beetle’s 
distinctive cabin has brighter instrument 
panel lighting and new dials and dash 


styling for the Design and R-Line models. 
New upholstery materials bring further 
styling options. 

In the new range the Beetle R-Line re¬ 
places the previous Sport trim level. The R- 
Line will be available with Volkswagen’s 
powerful 2.0-litre TD1150 PS diesel engine 
and a choice of either six-speed manual or 
six-speed DSG transmission. 

The new Beetle R-Line also boasts sports 
suspension, 18-inch ‘Twister’ alloy wheels, 
and the unique new R-Line bumper. It is 
also available with a new alloy wheel design, 
the 18-inch ‘Ashmie Adamantium', at no 
extra cost. 

Whichever wheels are chosen, the sporty 
finish of the Beetle R-Line is enhanced fur¬ 
ther with a body-coloured rear diffuser and 
chromed twin exhausts. And the R-Line’s 
exterior styling is developed with gloss 
black door mirrors and door protectors. Of 
course an R-Line specification Beetle 
wouldn't be complete without a rear tail¬ 
gate spoiler. 

Clearly Volkswagen’s designers have 
worked diligently to enhance the external 
look of the modern Beetle but, inside the 
car, the traditional Volkswagen driver-fo¬ 
cused design remains. In the R-Line this 
starts with ‘Sports’ instrument dials, while 
the pedals are trimmed in aluminium and 
the scuff plates feature the distinctive R- 
Line logo. 

The quality of the interior is evidenced by 
the leather-trimmed three-spoke multi¬ 
function steering wheel, which has an R- 
Line badge insert and coloured stitching

too. The seats are finished in ‘Kyalami’ cloth 
and the R-Line badge is resplendent in the 
headrests. Height and lumbar adjustment 
add to the comfort of the seats. 

Finally, 2Zone climate control with auto¬ 
matic air recirculation, ambient lighting, 
front and rear parking sensors and cruise 
control increase the technology that is 
standard on the Beetle R-Line. 

In addition to the debut of the R-Line 
trim, a new option pack is available for the 
Beetle Design. The Black Style Pack in¬ 
cludes 17-inch ‘Rotor’ black alloy wheels 
and a black painted roof. The air intake grille 
is also coloured black, as are the outside 
decorative trim stripes. The protective side 
moulding is painted black and has a 
chromed strip, while the wing mirror hous¬ 


ing is painted black. All of this extra equip¬ 
ment costs just E625 1 . 

The Beetle of course has a wide array of 
personalisation options to match the indi¬ 
vidual customer’s choice. Outside, two 
new pearlescent-effect colours are avail¬ 
able: ‘Bottle Green' and ‘White Silver’. The 
interior colours can also be changed, with 
the dash centre console and steering wheel 
inserts of the Design trim now being of¬ 
fered in a choice of Sandstorm Yellow, Tor¬ 
nado Red, Habanera Orange or Pure White 
for £125. 

Interior lighting colour, too, can be 
changed depending on customer prefer¬ 
ence, when the ‘Fender’ premium sound 
pack is purchased (£545). It also includes 
eight-speakers and a subwoofer. The body 


style of the Volkswagen Beetle is particu¬ 
larly receptive to changes in the wheel de¬ 
sign. For the daring, there is now even the 
option of fitting 17-inch ‘Orbit’ wheels in 
red: a £100 option on the Beetle Design. 

Recently the Beetle range was extended 
to include the rugged Beetle Dune, too. This 
charismatic new Volkswagen harks back to 
the famous Beetle dune buggies that 
roamed the West Coast of America in the 
1960s and 1970s, and Dune models also 
benefit from the upgrades.
